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COTTON  PRODUCTION  IN  CHINA 


Co-ton  production  in  China  will  probably  be"  about  the  same  as  last 
year  according,  to  a  cable  received  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus 
at  Shanghai.     In  the  Shanghai  and  Hankow  provinces,  which  are  the  two  most- 
important  cotton-growing  regions, the  production  is  similar  to  last  year's 

In  the  Tungchow  district  a  larger  acreage  than  usual  was  planted  to 
cotton  this  year  but  the  yields  are  enough  smaller  than  last  season  to  make 
a  total  harvest  about  equal  to  that  of  last  vear. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

^In  the  British  pork  market,  prices  of  American  short  cut  green  hams 
and  prime  steam  western  lard  at  Liverpool  declined  still  further  during  the 
week-ending  October  13  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Foley  at  London.    Hans  were  52  cents  and  lard  22  cents  per  100 
pounds  below  the  preceding  week  and  also  considerably  lower  than  a  year  ago. 
Danish  Wiltshire  sides  continued  the  upward  tendency  of  the  last  few  weeks 
and  at  $24.55  wore  $2.83  per  100  pounds  above  a  year  ago.    No  change  occurred 
in  American  green  bellies. 

Ho£5  in  the  Berlin  market  for  the  week  ending  October  16  averaged  6 
cents  higher  per  100  prunds  than  for  the  preceding  week  and  $2.16  more  than 
a  year agp Recording  to  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Berlin. 
Lard  prices  dropped  41  cents  per  100  pounds  and  at  $1?.2?  were  lower  than 
for  any  week  this  year  and  $1.59  below  the  corresponding  week  of  1928.  Hog 
receipts  at  14  markets  continued  to  show  a  seasonal  increase  although  below 
receipts  a  year  ago.     See  page  369. 

l§cluced .Anstralian  wool  offerings  helt>  Bradford  market.    The  Bradford 
market  for  wool  tops  and  yarns  has  strengthened  and  prices  are  unchanged 
according  to  a  cable  from  Consul  Thomson  at  Bradford.    The  improvement  at 
Bradford  has  resulted  from  the  one-third  reduction  in  Australian  offerings. 
No  increase  has  been  reported  in  new  business  for  fine  tops,  although  demand 
for  medium  and  cro?sbreds  continues  steauy.    Machinery  activity  H  unchanged 
ana  the  wage  dispute  has  not  been  settled. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Wheat  production  in  1929 

The  1929  wheat  production  in  31  countries  has  "been  reported  at  2,893,017,000 
"bushels  against  3,255, 036 ,000  "bushels  in  the  same  countries  in  1928  when  they  repre> 
sented  nearly  85  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  production  exclusive  of 
Russia,  end  China.     The  production  in  Sweden  is  18,739,000  "bushels  according  to  the 
first  estimate  as  received  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.  This 
estimate  is  2  per  cent  "below  the  1928  production  of  19,155,000  "bushels  "but  is  18 
per  cent  above  the  1927  production.     The  estimate  of  the  production  in  Spain  has 
been  increased  from  139,808,000  bushels  to  141,461,000  bushels.     The  estimate  of 
the  Rumanian  production  has  also  been  revised  upward  and  is  now  placed  at  92,113,000 
bushels  but  is  still  over  20,000,000  bushels  below  last  year's  good  crop.     The  total 
production  in  21  European  countries  now  stands  at  1,362,608,000  bushels,  a  decrease 
of  1.3  per  cent  from  the  1,381,154,000  bushels  produced  in  those  countries  in  1928. 
Production  in  the  three  North  African  countries  now  totals  60,199,000  bushels,  or 
10.4  per  cent  below  1928.     The  estimate  of  production  in  Morocco  lias  been  revised 
downward  to  28,049,000  bushels.     See  tables,  pages  658  and  659  for  the  latest  re- 
visions in  the  estimates  of  acreage  and  production  of  wheat. 

Australian  and  Argentine  wheat  acreage  1929 

The  1929-30  wheat  acreage  in  Australia  is  estimated  at  14,500,000  acres., 
according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     The  present 
area  compares  with  14,584,000  acres  in  1928,  12,279,000  acres  in  1927  and  11,688,000 
acres  in  1925.     The  rainfall  during  September  was  deficient  in  Western  Australia 
but  useful  rains  were  recorded  in  New  South  Wales,  Victoria  and  South  Australia. 
Prospects  for  the  1929-30  harvest  are  below  average  according  to  the  Institute.  The 
estimate  of  the  1929-30  wheat  acreage  in  Argentine  has  been  increased  to  19,478,000 
acrea  according  to  trade  reports  as  compared  to  an  earlier  estimate  of  19,027,000 
acrea  and  the  final  estimate  of  20,900,000  acres  in  1928-29. 

Foreign  crop  conditions. 

Europe 

Some  rain  fell  in  central  and  northern  Europe  during  the  week  ended  October 
17  but  in  the  Balkans,  southern  Prance  and  Italy  the  weather  was  clear  according 
to  a  cable  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Berlin,  ^eavy 
rains  were  reported  over  the  Upper  and  Middle  Volga  regions  of  Russia.    Light  rains 
were  general  over  the  remaining  regions  of  European  Russia. 
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Southern  Hemisphere  '  ;  ;  . 

In  Argentina  about  average  temperatures  were  general  during  the  week  ended 
October  14-  according  to  reports  received  by  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau.  The 
temperature  in  the  corn  and  northern  wheat  zone  averaged  64°,  cr  2°  "below  normal 
and  in  the  southern  wheat  districts  57°  or  1°  below  normal.    There  was  a  total  rain 
fall  of  0.2  inch  in  the  north  and  0.6  inch  in  the  south.     In  Australia  light  to 
moderate  rains  improved  the  outlook  in  south  and  went  Australia.     Widespread  bene- 
ficial reins  were  reported  in  the  eastern  States. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  the  United  States  from  July  1  to  October 
1,  1929  were  51,591,000  bushels  against  55,776,000  bushels  during  the  same  period 
last  year.    Exports  during  the  week  ended  October  12  ^ere  2,797,000  bushels  against 
2,793,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  October  5  and  4,689,000  bushels  dvjring  the 
week  ended  October  13,  1928. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  October  11  stood 
at  132,373,000  bushels  against  125, 690, 000  bushels  on  October  4  and  112,321,000 
bushels  on  October  12,  1928.    Receipts  at  ^ort  William  -  Port  Arthur  during  the 
week  ended  October  11  were  6",O39,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  8,508,000  bushels. 
Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  1,442,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  1,288,000  bushels. 

Russia 

Total  grain  procurements  of  the  state  and  cooperative  procuring  organization 
in  Soviet  Russia  during  the  three  months,,  July  -  September  amounted  to  6,268,000 
short  tons,  according  to  a  cable  from  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner  C.  L.  Dawsoj 
at  Berlin.     This  is  the  largest  quantity  procured  during  a  similar  period  in  the 
last  four  year.     The  figures  for  the  same  three  months  of  1926,  1927  and  1928  ar« 
respectively:     2,661,000;  2,892,000  and  2,303,000  short  tons.     The  quarterly  "plan* 
for  all  grains  was  exceeded  by  39  per  .cent,  but  for  bfead  grains  alone  onl?  by  7 
per  cent.    Procuring  operations  during  the  first  half  of  October  were  reported  in- 
sufficient to  warrant  the  execution  of  the high  October  "plan."    A  reported  shcrtag 
of  industrial  goods  in  several  regions  is. also  an  unfavorable  factor  in  thy  pre son 
procuring  situation.  .  .' 
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European  market  conditions 

The  German  grain  markets  were  quiet  with  a  tendency  toward  lower  prices 
according  to  Mr,  Dawson.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  declined 
one  cent  per  "bushel  during  the  week  to  ^1.63  on  October  16.    The  spot  price  of 
domestic  rye  at  Berlin  declined  6  cents  per  -bushel  to  $1.06  on  October  16.  The 
D&nubian  grain  markets  maintained  a  comparatively  firm  tone  during  the  week, 

A  greater  percentage  of  the  new  wheat  crop  in  Germany  had  been  marketed, 
up  to  September  15,  1929  than  by  the  same  time  in  1928  according  to  a  report  of 
the  German  Agricultural     Council.     The  report  stated  that  82.9  per  cent  of  the 
winter  wheat  and  93.1  per  cent  of  the  spring  wheat  remained  on  farms  on  September 
15  against  89.3  and  95.6  per  cent  respectively  a  year  ago.    Applying  these  per- 
centages to  the  official  estimates  of  production,  farm  stocks  of  wheat  on  Sept- 
ember 15,  1929  were  96,791,000  bushels  against  127,263,000  bushels  on  September 
15,  1928.     Stocks  available  for  sale  on  September  15,  1929  were  reported  at  67.9 
per  cent  of  the  winter  wheat  and  81,4  per  cent  of  the  spring  wheat  or  a  total  of 
79,768,000  bushels  against  108,163,000  bushels  a  year  ago.    Farm  stocks  of  winter 
rye  on  September  15  wore  a  little  less  than  a  year  ago,  while  stocks  of  spring 
barley  were  a  little  larger..    See  table,  page  662. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

Wheat  markets  were  unsettled  and  nervous  with  prices  taking  a  decided  slump 
at  the  close  of  the  week  ended  October  17.     '^he  influence  of  unfavorable  crop 
reports  from  Argentina  were  more  than  offset  by  the  large  domestic  visible  which 
continued  to  increase  slightly  the  last  week,  slow  export  business,  and  weaker 
quotations  at  Liverpool.     The  closing  price  of  December  futures  at  Chicago  on  Octo- 
ber 17  was  approximately  130  cents  or  five  cents  lower  than  on  October  10  "as  corr> 
pared  with  110  cents  the  same  time  last  year.    The  close  at  Minneapolis  was  only 
four  cents  lower.    At  Liverpool  the  December  close  at  136  cents  was  five  cents 
lower  and  was  the  same  as  a  year  ago.    February  futures  at  Luenos  Aires  closed  at 
122  cents  on  October  16  as  compared  with  126  cents  October  9  and  117  -cents  last  yelw 

The  tone  of  the  cash  wheat  market  continued  strong  during  the  week  ended 
October  11  and  prices  of'  all  classes  advanced;  durum  wheats  making  the  largest  ad- 
vance and  hard  red  winter  the  smallest.    The  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all 
classes  and  grades  at-  six  markets  advanced  two  cents  to  128  cents  per  bushel  as 
compared  with  109  cents  a  year  ago.     N0.  2  amber  durum  and  No.  1  dark  northern 
spring  at  Minneapolis  advanced  f«ur  and  two  cents  respectively  to  151  and  157  cents 
respectively.    No.  2  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  advanced  three  cents  to  136  cents 
while  No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  advanced  only  one  cent  to  125  cents  per 
bushel.     The  price  of  western  white  as  indicated  by  the  average  of  cash  quotations 
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at  Seattle  advanced  ^ne  cent  to  122  cents  as  compared  with  120  cents  a  year  ago. 
The  indications  are  that  average  cash  prices  will  hold  steady  or  perhaps  weaken 
slightly  during  the  week  ended  October  13  as  compared  with  the  previous  week.  The 
spread  between  cash  closing  prices  at  Winnipeg  and  Minneapolis  widened  one  cent 
during  the  week  to  ten  cents  in  favor  of  Winnipeg  as  compared  with  a  four  cent 
spread  last  year. 

The  flour  market  at  Pair en 

Consul  Langdon  at  Pairen -reports  that  prospects  for  marketing  American  flour 
on  the  Dairen  market  are  very  favorable  at  the  present  time  according  to  a  cable 
from  Agricultural  Commissioner  P.  0.  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.     Considerable  business  has 
already  been  done  in  American  flour  in  South  Manchuria  and  an  even  larger  volume  i| 
expected  to  be  done  during  the  next  few  months  as  American  flour  is  quoted  lower 
than  Shanghai,  Japanese  or  Canadian  flour.     The  Hanking  government  placed  an 
embargo  on  the  export  of  Shanghai  flour  to  Dairen  but  this  embargo  is  of  little  im- 
portance at  the  present  time  as  the  price  margin  is  in  favor  of  American  flour.  Til 
military  authorities  in  North  Manchuria  have  placed  an  embargo  on  wheat  and  flour 
shipments  to  Changchun,  the  junction  point  of  the  Japanese  South  Manchurian  Railway 
and  the  Eastern  Chinese  Railway,  which  is  controlled  by  the  Chinese  authorities. 
The  embargo  is  also  in  effect  on  shipments  to  points  further  south  in  Central  Man- 
churia and  to  the  eastern  and  western  Russian  frontiers.     The  measure  which  is 
designated  to  provide  an  adequate  and  cheap  source  of  grain  to  feed  the  troops  in 
Northern  Manchuria,  confirms  the  reports  of  a  good  wheat  crop  in  that  region.  The 
embargo  widens  the  field  of  -  distribution  for  imports  at  Pairen  as  it  cuts  off  the 
wheat  supplies  from  the  north  to  a  few  mills  in  South  Manchuria  and  eliminates  the 
competition  of  the  Harbin  flour  mills. 

Rye  production  in  1929 

The  1929  rye  production  in  13  European  countries  is  reported  at  364,300,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  366,^63,000  bushels  in  the  same  countries  in  1923.  The 
first  estimate  of  the  production  in  Sweden  is  16,377,000  bushels  as  compared  with 
17,152,000  bushels  in  1923.    Revision  in  the  estimates  for  Spain,  Lithuania  and 
Finland  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  659* 

Farm  stocks  of  winter  rye  in  Germany 

German  farm  stocks  of  winter  rye  on  September  15  were  estimated  at  36.7  Per 
cent  of  the  total  crop  of  the  German  Agricultural  Council  as  compared  with  sh.O 
per  cent  on  September  15,  1923.     The  farm  holdings  available  for  sale  were 
estimated  at  55*6  per  cent  against  5^-6  per  cenx,  a  year  ago.     Applying  these  per- 
centages to  the  official  estimates  of  production,  farm  stocks  of  winter  rye  on 
September  15,  1929  were  273,219,000  bushels  of  which  175,213,000  bushels  were 
available  for  sale. 
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Farm  stocks  on  September  15,  1928  were  277,304,000  bushels  and  stocks  available  for 
sale  were  180,573,000  bushels.     The  Council  estimates  that  6l  per  cent  of  the 
winter  rye  in  Germany  weighs  over  55  pounds  per  measured  bushel,  33  per  cent  betweej 
53  and  55  pounds  and  6  per  cent  weighs  less  than  53  pounds  per  bushel.  The  corres- 
ponding percentages  for  1923  were  55,  33  and  7  per  cent  respectively.     See  tables,

FEED  GRAINS 
Barley 

The  total  1929  barley  production  as  estimated  in  23  countries  has  reached 
a  total  of  1,321,303,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  3.8  per  cent  from  the  production 
in  the  same  countries  last  year.     The  total  for  the  20  European  countries  reported, 
however,  is  6  per  cent  above  that  of  1928.     During  the  past  week  the  first  es- 
timates of  the  barley  crop  in  France  and  Estonia  have  been  received,  while  the 
previous  estimates  for  Luxemburg,  Spain,  Czechoslovakia,  Rumania  and  Finland  have 
been  increased  slightly,  and  the  earlier  estimates  for  the  Netherlands,  Austria 
and  Lithuania  decreased  a  little.     There  have  also  been  a  few  new  estinates  of 
acreage  and  revisions  of  earlier  figures.     See  barley  acreage  and  production  tables, 
pages  660  and  662. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  barley  crop  in  Norway  this  year  will  be  only  3k 
per  cent  of  normal.     The  quality  of  the  new  barley  in  Estonia  is  said  to  be  excel- 
lent, so  that  the  breweries  will  be  able  to  fill  part  of  their  requirements  at 
home. 

Shipments  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to  36,431,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  .13.2  por  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods  of 
1923.     united  States  barley  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  12  were  the 
smallest  weekly  shipment  since  the  middle  of  June.     See  barley  trade  table,  page 
665. 

There  was  little  change  in  United  States  barley  prices  during  the  week 
ended  October  11.     No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  averaged  6l  cents,  the  same  a?  the 
price  for  the  preceding  week,  and  3  cents  below  the  pri.ce  for  the  corresponding 
week  last  year.     See  barley  price  table,  page  60H. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  October  11  amounted  to  17,373,000  bushels  compared  with  only  10,326,000  bushels 
on  the  same  date  last  year  and  3,523,000  bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of  barley  at 
Fort  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  -  October  11  amounted  to 
2,053,000  bushels,  while  the  shipments  from  the  same  period  totaled  1,133,000 
bushels.     In  Germany  stocks  of  spring  barley  in  farmers'  hands  on  September  15  eajctoiti- 
ed  to  90*3  per  cent  of  the  total  crop  or  110,711,000  bushels,  compared  with  80  per 
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cent  of  the  total  crop,   or  106.0^1,000  'bushels  on  the  same  late  last  year.  Stocks 
available  for  sale  on  September/  'amounted  to  68.  7  per  cent  of  the  total  crop,  or 
83,765,000  bushels  against  61  .J  per  cent  of  the  crop  or  81,823,000  bushels  on 
the  same  date  in  1928. 

Oats 

The  1929  oats  production  as  estimated  in  25  countries  now  totals  3,l63,~ 
376,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  8.5  per  cent  from  the  amount  produced  by  the  same 
countries  last  year.     The  total  for  the  19  European  countries  reported,  however, 
is  6.3  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year.     During  the  past  week  the  first  estimates 
of  the  oats  crops  in  Prance,  Estonia  and  Morocco  have  been  received  while  the 
previous  estimates  for  Luxemburg,  Spain,  Czechoslovakia,  Rumania  and  Finland  have 
been  increased  a  little  and  the  earlier  estimates  of  the  Netherlands,  Austria  and 
Lithuania  decreased  slightly.     It  is  estimated  that  the  oats  crop  in  Norway  was 
adversely  affected  by  the  cool  weather  this  summer  and  will  reach  only  90  ?er 
cent  of  a  normal  crop.     There  have  also  been  a  few  changes  and  new  estimates  of 
acreage.     See  oats  acreage  table,  page  660  and  production  table,  page  663. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  the  Danubian 
countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  9,171,000  bushels,  a  de- 
crease of  almost  58  per  cent  from  the  exports  during  the  same  periods  last  year, 
united  States  oats  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  12  were  almost  negligible 
being  smaller  than  any  weekly  shipment  for  more  than  a  year.     See  oats  export 
table,  page  665.    United  States  oats  prices  decreased  slightly  during  that  week. 
No,  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  averaged  k%  cents  per  bushel,  the  lowest  price  since 
the  first  week  in  September,  but  6  cents  above  the  price  for  the  corresponding 
week  last  year.     See  table  showing  oats  prices,  page  66L!-. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  October  11  stood  at  12,57*4,000  bushels,  compared  with  only  U, 980,000  bushels  on 
the  same  date  in  1928  and  1,99^,000  bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of  oats  at  Port 
William,  Port  Arthur  and  "Vancouver  from  August  1  -  October  11  totaled  1,1+01,000 
bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  2,897,000  bushels. 

Corn 

The  1929  corn  production  as  reported  in  12  countries  has  reached  a  total  of 
3 , 072, 23^,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  1.1  per  cent  from  that  harvested  by  the  same 
countries  last  year.     The  6  European  countries,  however,  are  showing  an  increase  of 
more  than  107  per  cent  over  last  year.     During  the  past  week  there  have  been  in- 
creases in  the  earlier  estimates  of  the  corn  crop  in  Czechoslovakia,  Hungary  and 
Jugoslavia.     In  Africa,  on  the  other  hand,  the  preliminary  figures  for  Morocco  and 
Algeria  show  a  production  only  about  bk  per  cent  of  last  year's.    A  few  slight 
revisions  of  corn  acreage  figures  have  also  been  received.     See  corn  acreage  and 
production  tables,  page  66l. 
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Met  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  Argentina  and  the  Danubian 
countries  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa,,    as  far  as  reported  for  the  crop 
year  beginning  November  1,  1928,  total  260,157,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of 
16.4  per  cent  from  the  amount  exported  during  the  same  periods  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.    Both  United  States  and  Argentine  corn  exports  during  the  week 
ended  October  12  fell  below  those  of  the  preceding  week.    See  corn  trade 
table,  page  665. 

During  the  week  ended  October  11  there  was  little  change  in  United 
States  corn  prices.     The  cash  price  of  No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  advanced 
one  cent  to  99  cents  per  bushel,  while  December  futures  dropped  ore  cent  to 
96  cents.     During  the  corresponding  week  last  year  these  prices  averaged 
$1.02  and  82  cents,  respectively.     During  the  same  week  the  .Argentine  corn 
quotations  at  Buenos  Aires  averaged  69  and  91  cents  for  November  and  February 
delivery,  respectively,  compared  with  an  average  of  95  cents  for  both  November 
and  December  delivery  last  year.     See  table  showing  corn  prices,  page  664. 


TOBACCO 

DECREASED  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  IN  ALGERIA  IN  1929:     It  is  anticipated 
that  the  tobacco  crop  of  Algeria  this  season  will  be  smaller  than  last  year 
and  below  the  1923-1927  average,  due  to  a  considerable  reduction  in  area  and 
to  unfavorable  weather  conditions,  according  to  the  International  Institute 
of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     Last  year  Algeria  produced  55,128,000  pounds  of 
tobacco  from  an  area  of  65,357  acres,  of  which  less  than  1,000,000  pounds 
were  of  the  snuff  type,  the  rest  being  pipe  tobacco.     First  estimates  for 
the  two  departments  of  Oran  and  Constant ine ,  which  last  year  produced  slightly 
more  than  one-third  of  the  tystal  Algerian  production,  indicate  a  crop  of 
13.300,000  pounds,  or  32  per  cent  below  last  year.    Production  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Algiers,  where  practically  all  the  remainder  of  the  Algerian 
tobacco  is  grown,  will  probably  also  be  below  average. 


COTTON 

THE  COTTON  SITUATION  ABROAD:     There  was  an  increase  in  the  orders  for 
cotton  yarn  and  fabrics  in  Continental  Europe  during  August  and  early  Septem- 
ber, but  not  much  change  in  mill  activity.     The  increases  in  the  central 
European  countries  where  conditions  have  been  depressed,  was  only  seasonal, 
but'  in  western  Europe,  especially  France,  increases  were  more. than  seasonal. 
Spinners  margins  remain  small.     Stringent  .  credit  and  money  conditions  in 
Great  Britain  have  hampered  both  domestic  and  export  sales  of  cotton  textiles. 
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sales  of  cotton  textiles.    With  low  stocks  of  raw  cotton  there  appears  to 
have  been  some  improvement  in  the  European  demand  for  spot  cotton.    Trade  and 
mill  activity  in  the  Oriental  cotton  textile  industries  continues  very  active. 

Some  increase  over  last  year's  -oroduction  appears  probable  in  Russia 
and  Brazil  and  plantings  in  India  on  August  1  were  larger  than  those  on  the 
same  date  last  year.     The  Egyptian  crop  is  estimated  to  be  practically  the 
same  as  last  year. 


LIVESTOCK,    MEAT    AND  WOOL 


'NINE  MONTHS'  MEAT  RECEIPTS  AT  LONDON  CENTRAL  MARKETS:     Supplies  of  all 
kinds  of  meat  at  London  Central  Markets,  except  pork  and  bacon,  were  larger 
for  the  first  9  months  of  1929  than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1928. 
Pork  and  bacon  receipts  for  this  period  of  1929  decreased  5  per  cent  to 
66,000,000  pounds.     Supplies  from  home  sources  fell  off  14  per  cent  and  those 
from  the  United  States  .26  per  cent.    Bacon  receipts  from  the  Netherlands,  how- 
ever,  increased  30  per  cent  while  supplies  of  pork  and  bacon  from  New  Zealand 
were  twice  as  large  as  for  the  same  period  last  year.    Total  beef  receipts 
estimated  at  413,000,000  pounds  were  about  1  per  cent  above  192b;  supplies 
from  Argentina  and  domestic  sources  being  about  the  same  as  for  the  same 
period  last  year.     Considerably  larger  supplies  came  from  Uruguay  and  Avistralia. 
Receipts,  from  New  Zealand  and  Canada  decreased.    Mutton  and  lamb  supplies 
reached  238,000,000  pounds  for  the  period  under  review  and  were  only  slightly 
above  last  year's  receipts.    Receipts  from  Australia  were  over  tv/ice  as  large 
and  those  from  Argent ina  increased  considerably.     These  increases  were  offset 
by  smaller  receipts  from  New  Zealand,  Uruguay    and  domestic  sources.  See 
detailed  figures  Page  667. 

INCREASE  IN  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP  IN  URUGUAY :     Both  cattle  and  sheep  have 
increased  in  Uruguay  since  the  last  census  taken  in  1924  according  to  an 
unofficial  estimate  made  in  July  1929  States  Counsul  General  Carrigan  at 
Montevideo.    This  estimate  is  an    average  of  the  unofficial  estimates  made  by 
the  three  principal  packing  plants  of  Uruguay  in  June  1929.     Cattle  in  1929 
are  estimated  at  9,153,000  against  8,432,000  in  1924-  an  increase  of  9  per  cent; 
sheep ,-19 ,358,000  compared  with  14,443,000  in  1924,  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 5,000,000.     This  reported  increase  in  sheep  is  also  substantiated  from 
other  sources,  states  the  Consul.    Although  statistics  show  that  cattle  herds 
are  on  the  increase,  the  quality  is  not  improving  but  is,  in  fact,  de- 
teriorating according  to  the  Consul.     See  detailed  figures  page  663. 
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FOUR  PER  CENT  DECREASE  IN  ARGENTINE  ™00L  CLIP:     The  Argentine  wool  clip  for 
the  year  1929  is  estimated  at  330,000,000  pound's  according  to  a  preliminary  estimate 
cables  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     This  is  a  decrease  of  4 
per  cent  compared  with  the  estimated  production  for  1928.     The  quality  of  the  current 
clip  sheared  mostly  during  the  last- part  of  the  y?;ar  and  exported  during  the  season 
October  1929  to  September  1930  is  reported  as  good.     Average  production  for  the  5 
years  1924-1928  was  approximated  334,000,000  pounds  against  the  1909-1913  pre-war 
average  of  about  332,000,000  pounds. 


EUROPEAN  BUTTER  MARKETS  CONTI NJE  FIRM:     Nothing  lias  occurred  as  yet  to  weaken 
the  European  markets  or  widen  materially  the  margin  in  favor  of  domestic  markets, 
according  to  quotations  cabled  by  American  Agricultural  Commissioners  as  of  October 
17.     Copenhagen  was  unchanged  from  the  previous  Thursday  at  the  equivalent  of  40.4 
cents  per  pound.    London  prices  on  some  descriptions  declined,  but  so  slightly  as 
to  be  practically  unchanged  in  the  general  tone  of .  the  market..    Shipments  afloat  from 
New  Zealand  and  Australia  are  still  seasonally  light  and  somewhat  below  those  of  the 
same  date  last  year.

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FARM  RELIEF  IN  EGYPT 

The  Egyptian  government  has  promulgated  a  decree  providing  for  advances 
to  growers  which  "became  effective  with  its  publication  in  the  "Journal  Official 
du  Gouvernament  Egyptian"  on  September  9,  1929.  The  purpose  of  this  provision 
for  advance  of  funds  is  to  enable  growers  to'o¥taih  the  best  seeds,  to  "buy 
fertilizers  and  to  meet  the  necessary  cultivating  and  harvesting  expenses.  The 
act  alsLo..  provides  for  the  promotion  of  agricultural  cooperative  societies.  The 
following  discussion  is  based  on  a  translation  of  the  original  decree  as  given 
in  a  report  "by  Commercial  Attache  diaries  E.  Dicker  son,  Jr.,  at  Cairo. 

The  Minister  of  Finance  may,  either  directly  or  through' the  banks,  make 
advances  to  growers  whether  they  are  owners  or  renters.    Advances  to  individual 
growers  are  to  be  made  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton,  rice  and  wheat,  on  an 
area,  not  to  exceed  10  feddans  (10.38  acres) .for  each  of  the  specified  crops 
and  provided  that  the  area  held  by  a  single  grower  does  not  exceed  30  feddans. 
The  Council  of  Ministers  may,  however,  by  simple  decision  include  other  crops 
than  those  mentioned  and  may  .also  increase  the  area  limitations  in  each 
instance,  up  to  three  times  the  area  specified  in  the  act.    Advances  shall  be 
made  only  to  growers  who  obtain  their  seed  and  fertilizers  exclusively  from 
the  Government-  and  only  to  growers  who  are  not  delinquent  in  any  of  their 
State  taxes  or  in  the  payments  on  land  purchased  from  the  Government  and 
whose  lands  are  not  under  seizure  or  judicial  expropriation. 

The  Minister  of  Finance  is  authorized  to  make  advances  t<5  the  Egyptian 
cooperative  societies  formed  in  accordance  with  law  ITo.  23  of  1927,  with  a 
view  to  lending  to  their  members  under  the  conditions  stated  in  the  present 
law;  the  borrowing  members  to  be  jointly  responsible  with  their  cooperatives 
for  the  repayment  of  the  advances.     The  rate  of  interest  on  government  loans 
shall  be  bfo  on  loans  to  cooperatives  with  a  provision  that  cooperatives  can- 
not charge  more  than  4$  on  money  reloaned  to  growers.     Growers  are  thereby 
able  to  secure  such  credit  through  cooperative  at  a  reduction  in  interest 
cost  of  one  per  cent  or  more;  which  should  promote  the  organization  of 
cooperative  societies.

UNITED  STATES  TRADE  WITH  ALASKA,  HAWAII 
AMD  PORTO  EI  CO 


The  trade  of  the  United  States  with  its  outlying  possessions,  Alaska,  Hawaii 
and  Porto  Rico  shows  a.  steady  growth.     During  1928-29,  agricultural  products  receiv- 
ed from  those  sources  were  valued,  a.t  $157,118,000  of  which  nearly  66^  came  from 
Hawaii,  about  ]M$>  from  Forto  RiC'j  and  only  a  fraction  of  one  per  cent  from  Alaska. 
Of  the  products  shipped  to  the  United  States,   sugar  is  by  far  the  most  important, 
amounting  to  about  6ofo  of  the  total  shipments.     During  the  year  just  closed,  Hawaii 
sent,  us  886,000  short  tons  of  sugar,   the  highest  on  record.     In  Forto  Rico  the 
hurricane  of  last  year  greatly  reduced  their  production  so  that  sugar  shipments 
to  the  United  States  amounted  to  only  ^72,000  short  tons,  the  lowest  figure  since 
1924-.     In  addition  to  sugar,  both  these  islands  supply  large  quantities  of  molasses, 
mostly  blackstrap.     Among  the  shipments  from  Hawaii,  canned  pineapple  ranks  second 
only  to  sugar  and  during  192J-29  amounted  to  -^33 ,196,000  pounds,  a  slight  decrease 
from  the  preceding  year.     Next  to  sugar,  Forto  Rico  shipments  consist  principally 
of  tobacco,  grapefruit  and  pineapples. 

The  value  of  agricultural  commodities  purchased  from  the  United  States  by 
these  possessions  during  the  past  year  amounted  to  $59,911,000,  about  50$  of  which 
went  to  Porto  Rico.     Rice  was  the  most  important  single  item  sent  to  Porto  Rico  and 
Hawaii  and  all  three  territori.es  took  large  quantities  of  dairy  products,  cured 
pork,  beef,  fats,  oils,   flour,  potatoes  and  feedstuff s.
